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DETAILED ACTION 

Amendment filed 10/14/03 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14, 16 and 18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an 
electroluminescent device with a light-emissive region of electroluminescent organic 
material between the electrodes with the first electrode comprising a first material 
capable of injecting positive charge carriers into the light-emissive region and a second 
material capable of injecting negative charge carriers into the light-emissive region and 
the second electrode comprising a third material capable of injecting positive charge 
carriers into the light-emissive region and a fourth material capable of injecting negative 
charge carriers into the light-emissive region, in combination with other claim limitations. 

Van Slyke (US 5059862) fails to clearly point out the first electrode comprising a 
first material capable of injecting positive charge carriers into the light-emissive region 
and a second material capable of injecting negative charge carriers into the light- 
emissive region and the second electrode comprising a third material capable of 
injecting positive charge carriers into the light-emissive region and a fourth material 
capable of injecting negative charge carriers into the light-emissive region. 

Regarding claims 2-14, 16 and 18, dependence on a base claim and the reasons 
listed above.
